And the agent told the commis 
¿»ion, if Froeberg insisted on waiting 
around he would "get a load of 
lead.” Froeberg wanted to talk but 
the man said "if there's going to be 
any talking it will be through the 
fence.” * 
(United Press quoted Froeberg as 
testifying that the Lewis house is 
surrounded by a seven-foot mesh 
wire fence with two padlocked gates. 
The UP report said that during his 
conversation with the man he iden­ 
tified as Lewis, Froeberg noted that 
a woman came out of the house but 
didn't say anything.)

The recommendation was one of three proposals for future 
use of the mile-square Marin county island sent to Governor 
Warren by Frederic B. Whitman, chairman of San Francisco 
Bay Area Council, Inc. 
+ 
The council is an organization 
formed by chambers of commerce 
and other development groups in 
nine Bay Area counties, including 
Marin. 
The proposal, If adopted, would 
shift responsibility for building a 
second Marin bridge from the 
Golden Gate Bridge and High­ 
way district to the state agency. 
Whitman’s letter to the Gover­ 
nor, dated Tuesday and released to­ 
day for publication, emphasized the 
potential recreation advantages oil 
Angel island,” and said that the 
proposal "has already been given at­ 
tention.” 
NO MENTION OF ARMY 
It did not refer to announced 
>lans by the Army to reacquire the 
sland—which it declared surplus in 
1948—for possible use as a guided 
missile base. 
Nor did it refer to a proposal by 
Golden Gate bridge director Peter 
Gasser of Napa that the bridge dis­ 
trict consider buying Angei island 
for a similar purpose. A month ago 
Gasser made the proposal which has 
been referred to the finance com­ 
mittee. 
Informed of the Bay Area Coun­ 
cil’s move today, Gasser said he in­ 
tends to make no further move until 
the committee investigates the mat­ 
ter. 
STRATEGIC LOCATION 
The council’s letter declared: 
"Because of the strategic location 
of the island • . . it would appear 
that the state of California should 
assume the responsibility of re-ex­ 
amining the factors involved with 
respect to acquisition of the island. 
There are many possible uses for it. 
"The council recommends that the 
state of California, including the 
California Parks commission and the 
California Toll Bridge authority as 
well as other agencies of the state 
re-examine the possibility of the 
following uses: 
RECREATION USE 
"1—That Angel island be acquired 
by the California Parks commission 
as a recreational center for all the 
people of California. 
"2—That other agencies of the 
state consider the possibility of us­ 
ing the island in connection with 
appropriate state facilities. 
"3—That 
the 
California 
Toll 
Bridge authority consider acquisi­ 
tion of the island as a possible an­ 
chorage for an additional bridge 
from San Francisco to Marin county. 
"The island could well serve all 
of the proposed uses as well as 
others.”

He said an average 
of only one and one-half persons 
ride in each auto in California. 
Booker said more automobiles but 
fewer people are crossing the San 
Francisco Bay bridge today than in 
1945. 
He said an adequate number of 
buses and trains are crossing the 
bridge, but terminal facilities are 
inadequate. The engineer said San 
Francisco needs a subway or some 
other means of rapid transit. 
Booker urged a study of the move­ 
ment of people and goods in the 
whole nine county area incorporat­ 
ing San Mateo, Marin, San F&n- 
cisco, Alameda, Contra Costa, N^pa, 
Santa Clara, Solano and Sonoma 
counties. 
The commission received three re­ 
ports from committee chairmen but 
did not disclose their contents.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
How About Planning For A 
County Jail Outside City? 


There was a mighty iine bit of planning 
involved in a document submitted this week 
to the county board of supervisors. 


We’re referring to the plans for a chic 
center in San Rafael as presented by the 
civic affairs committee of the San Rafael Cham* 
ber of Commerce. 


Mighty fine, we call the plans, because they 
are long-range. And real long-range planning 
is something which has been lacking in our 
county government. 


As to the plan as a whole, and the pro­ 
posed locations where a civic center would be 
established, we reserve judgment for a later 
date. 
We agree with George Franzman of 
the chamber of commerce and with Supervisor 
George G. Whiteley that a citizens* commit­ 
tee, composed of representatives of all parts 
of the county, should be named to study all 
angles of the civic center plan. 


One part of it interests us a great deal. 


The ambitious project presented to the 
supervisors, and the sketch prepared for the 
chamber by Hammond, Woodbury, and Smith 
of San Rafael, includes plans for a hall of 
justice building w]|ich would in turn include 
a county jail. 


As the supervisors and the projected citizens* 
committee go over the civic center plans, we 
think they should consider the removal of 
the county jail from San Rafael 
A tempor­ 
ary lockup for short-term prisoners and for 
those awaiting*trial in the courtrooms to be 
located in the hall of justice are, to be sure, 
essential components of such a building. 
But how about facilities for those prisoners 
sentenced for longer periods—from 50 days 
to one year? 
The county now maintains a camp at Stinson 
Beach for its minimum security prisoners. But 
the old jail is# very much in need of improved 
conditions-light, air, and adequate space—for 
men who cannot qualify to serve at Stinson. 
To be sure, the county jail of today located 
in the basement of the courthouse in down­ 
town San Rafael is a vast improvement over 
the dismal, musty facilities of yesteryear which 
raised the ire of grand juries and shocked 
private citizens. 
When we’re talking about long-range plan­ 
ning, how about considering similar planning 
for county jail facilities? 
Locating the main 
jail in rural areas outside any of the county’s 
settled communities would seem to be a good 
idea.

McColiister Should View His 
Victory As Offering Challenge 
Assemblyman Richard H. McColiister should accept 
his 3-to-l victory over Clayton D. Payne of Peta­ 
luma as a token of appreciation for services he has 
rendered his Sonoma-Marin county constituents, 
and also aa an opportunity and a challenge. 
Evidence indicates that during the past two 
years Mr. McColiister has avoided the entanglements 
and highly questionable positions which drew heavy 
fire against him during his 1948-50 term and also 
helped his Democratic opponent force him into 
the November 1950 general election and pile up an 
impressive number of votes. 
During the past two years there has been little 
to find fault with in Mr. McColiister s activities. 
It is true that in some instances he has con­ 
tinued to follow the all-to-general Assembly prac­ 
tice of attempting to carry water on both shoulders— 
voting one way and talking the other. 
This is 
considered good politics. 
However, although it 
might make for few enemies it does not make 
for respect. Irresponsibility is to be deplored even 
more in a legislator than in a person in private 
life. 
On the other hand, Mr. McColiister had the po­ 
litical courage during his recent campaign to take 
a strong stand for a moderate increase in the state 
gas tax and some highway users’ fees, as the most 
practical answer to California’s fast-growing high­ 
way crisis. 
His position in favor of adequate schools and 
adequate instruction for pupils in “poor” school 
districts Is also highly commendable, as is his con­ 
tinuing support of the San Rafael-to-Richmond 
highway bridge, while at the* same time he works 
for an exhaustive study of the proposed North Bay 
Barrier. 
Mr. McColiister holds the logical view that a

bridge and barrier are complementary and not rival 
structures, since .traffic either must go 180 feet 
above the barrier’s locks (calling for a bridge) oi 
else must descend about 70 feet below the locks 
through expensive tubes. 
Mr. McColiister has 8 more years to go in the 
Legislature before becoming eligible for full re­ 
tirement benefits. Unless unforeseen events occur, 
he can probably continue to hold office. 
During 
that period there are two alternate courses open 
to him: 
1—He can keep voters happy by enthusiastic 
efforts in behalf of various groups of constituents, 
while at the same time he serves his own interests 
by playing ball behind the scenes with groups dedi­ 
cated solely to private gain—often at the expense 
of the public—« 
2—He can devote himself 100 per cent to the best 
interests of his constituents and of Californian! 
as a whole. 
We sincerely hope Mr. McColiister will follow the 
latter course. 
He is intelligent, personable and has an intimate 
knowledge of the workings of state government 
Also he is well acquainted with ClUfomia's and 
this region’s major needs. 
He is in a position to make great and lasting 
contributions to the development and prosperitj 
of his state as well as his region. If he channel! 
his energy and ability in this direction, we venture 
to say he caq win statewide recognition as one ol 
California’s outstanding public servants. 
And what goal could be more worth aiming at? 
But to reach it requires more than brains, ability 
and charm, 
it requires scrupulousness and the 
highest integrity. It requires the character to some­ 
times say “No” to close friends and your staunch 
supporters. 
It is not the easiest path. But it is by far thi 
most rewarding.—(Santa Rosa Press Democrat).

IT IS NOT EASY TO reconcile 
what President T r u m a n said 
Saturday about our air power in 
Korea with what General Ridg- 
way’s headquarters in Tokyo has 
been reporting about the build-up 
of the Communist forces. 


According to Ridgwsy, besides 
the Communist air force based in 
Manchuria, the enemy has built up 
in North Korea a ground force 6f 
more than three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion men with an increasing quant­ 
ity of artillery and tanks. But ac­ 
cording to the president, speaking 
at the reunion of the 35th division: 
“We have been able to maintain 
air supremacy over most of North 
Korea. That means we can bomb 
the enemy at will, almost anywhere 
in his territory. At the northern 
frontier on the Yalu river we do not 
have supremacy but we do have 
clear superiority in air power — 
which means we can reach our ob­ 
jectives, even though we have to 
fight off opposition.” 


SINCE THERE HAS BEEN no 
inhibition on bombing N o r t h 
Korea, how can it be that the 
enemy has built up such formid­ 
able forces though we can bomb 
them at will almost anywhere in 
his territory and—despite opposi­ 
tion—can reach our objectives? Un­ 
less General Ridgeway has exagger­ 
ated the build up, the president 
must be exaggerating our air power. 


THE WEIGHT OF opinion is, 1 
believe, that while we can bomb in 
North Korea, we cannot bomb “at 
will” or count on reaching our ob­ 
jectives—which would be, of course, 
to prevent the build-up. Whether 
the Communist build-up is suffi­ 
cient to enable them to take the 
risks of another offensive is any­ 
one’s guess. It cannot be ruled out 
entirely. The risk of having the 
war "spread beyond the Korean 
peninsula would be, of c o u r s e 
enormous for both sides and for all 
concerned. Yet it is not entirely * 
certain that their calculations of 
the risks and ours would be the 
same. 


Their calculations are certain to 
take account not only of the mili­ 
tary forces in being and in reserve 
but of the political condition of our 
alliances and of theirs. In the Far 
East, unhappily, we have been neg­ 
lecting our alliances. We h a v e 
handled them carelessly and even 
crudely. As a r e s u l t we have 
created a dangerous temptation to 
the war party in the Kremlin: The 
temptation that by enlarging the 
war in the Far East they might dis-

NEW YORK (JP) — Despite tele­ 
vision, there are more motion pic­ 
ture theaters in operation now 
than a year ago due to a continuing 
boom in drive-ins. 
The council of motion picture 
organizations says 23,199 f i l m 
theaters were in operation at the 
start of this year—a net gain of 79 
over a year earlier. It’s the highest 
totel since the pre-depression peak 
Of 23,344 in 1929. 


BUT, CI T I N G STATISTICS 
from the Department of Commerce 
and from Film Daily’s yearbook due 
out later this week, COMPO dis­ 
closed this significant fact: there 
was a gain of 828 drive-ins anct a 
decline of 749 four-walled theaters 
during this year* 
A spokesman emphasized tw o 
points, however. One, due to de­ 
fense restrictions on materials it 
has been much easier to bui l d 
drive-ins than c o n v e n t i o n a l 
theaters. Two, most of the new 
four-walled theaters have larger 
seating capacities than those that 
have been dosing. He said a survey 
in the St. Louis area, for instance, 
.showed 42 houses closed and 36 
hew ones opened in a five-year 
period, but the new ones had more 
total seats than thoee that closed.

rupt our alliance in Europe and 
break down our position in the 
Middle East and in Southern Asia. 


THERE IS A PROFOUND differ, 
ence of view on Far Eastern policy 
between us and all our important 
allies, and between us and all the 
independent governments of Asia 
and Africa. As long as the war is 
limited to the Korean peninsula 
where we carry the main burden, 
these differences of view can be 
subdued and can be kept from 
dividing the coalition. But this un­ 
easy collaboration would not con­ 
tinue if any decision or act which 
was our responsibility the war were 
extended beyond Korea. 
One of the fundamental facts of 
international life — which is not 
well enough understood in congress 
and in the country as a whole—is 
that the NATO alliance and the 
European Defense Community are 
not committed to take part in & 
Far Eastern war. It would, there­ 
fore, be the height of imprudence 
to assume that on an issue arising 
out of Korea or Formosa or Indo­ 
china the European governments 
would automatically declare war 
on Soviet Russia or t h a t they 
would mobilize and participate in 
the strategic air offensive. 
For these reasons a fundamental 
rule in conducting the Korean 
struggle is that what cannot be 
done by military action within 
Korea must be done—if tt can be 
done at all—by diplomacy. 


THE SAD TRUTH, which is well 
known to all, is that American dip­ 
lomacy in the Far East is frozen 
tight—so tight lhat it is by no 
meant certain t h a t it can be 
thawed out even after the election. 
Mr. Rcheson not only never goes 
near Asia himself but does not 
mention any of the real issues in 
Asia if he can avoid it. Mr. Dulles 
has been trying to tide us over the 
election period, hoping to avoid too 
sharp and irreparable an align­ 
ment within the country by offer­ 
ing a series of calculated ambigui­ 
ties:—on the theory presumably 
that the respectable leaders on all 
sides might agree amiably to mis­ 
understand them. 
The best that can be said for all 
this is that while the Korean war.

might be. Perhaps all concerned— 
including our adversaries — may 
find it better to wait and see what 
our election brings, l e t t i n g bad 
enough alone for the present lest 
it become ever so much worse.

the dime, control of China by Rus­ 
sia will probably lead to Russian 
control of all Asia, which has one 
half the population of the world. 
With Russia in complete control of 
Asia, it is probable she will be able 
to achieve world conquest. 
With Chiang Kai-shek in control 
of China, there would have been 
no Korean war, and the danger of 
Russia getting c o n t r o l of Asia 
would have been eliminated. And 
as a result the hundred ^thousand 
casualties in Korea w o u l d have 
been eliminated. And as a result 
the hundred thousand casualties in 
Korea would have been happy citi- 
zens at home, with no wounds, and 
missing limbs. 
The responsibility for all of this 
rests with the present party in con­ 
trol together with their predecessor 
who so completely sold us down the 
river. While many of the acts that 
have created this state of affairs 
may not have been performed by 
our president, but could have been 
by persons other than the presi­ 
dent, such persons held office only 
at his will and could have been re­ 
moved by him at any time. The 
responsibility as I see it is his. The 
present indecision of our state de­ 
partment as to the course to fol­ 
low regarding the present situation 
is vague.

And believe me we 
need as never before ALLIES that 
will do something more than talk, 
make agreements with the Com­ 
munists, wave the flag and take 
our money. 
The cause of the Korean War— 
the ansWfer to this question un­ 
doubtedly lies in the incredible 
bungling (to speak very mildly) of

Nova Albion for Queen Elizabeth, 
w hich Francis Drake in 1579 nailed 
on a post on the California shore, 
was found in the summer of 1936 
by Beryle Shinn. The plate was a 
few hundred feet .west of US. High­ 
way 101, about a quarter of a mile 
north of its intersection with Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard. 
After taking the plate home with 
him, Shinn noticed what appeared 
to be an inscription on it. He could 
decipher the word “Drake.’* Advised 
by friends to show the plate to Dr. 
Herbert E. Bolton, professor of his­ 
tory, University of California, Shinn 
did so. 
Dr. Bolton gave much study to the 
“find.” He deciphered the inscrip­ 
tion and noted, too, that in the 
lower right hand corner was a hole 
into which an English six-pence 
would fit. It is known that Drake 
had placed such a coin in the plate. 
Dr. Bolton recognized the plate as 
the one which Drake had left. 
Through members of the Califor­ 
nia Historical Society, headed by 
Allen L. Chickering, $3,000 was given 
to Shinn for the plate and it was 
presented to the University of Cali­ 
fornia. Later, tests were made by 
Dr. Colin G. Fink and associates of 
Columbia University, which authen­ 
ticated the {date. 
It is generally believed that the 
plate had been moved from Drake’s 
Bay to the place where Shinn found 
it. In fact, in 1134, William Caldeira, 
a chauffeur for Leon Bocqueraz, a 
widely known San Francisco bank­ 
ing official, had picked up what is 
now believed to havs been the Drake 
plate, about two miles inland from 
Drake’s Bay on the Laguna Ranch 
while his employer was on a hunt­ 
ing trip. On the way home Caldeira 
threw it out near the Greenbrae in­ 
tersection. Bocqueraz remembered 
the incident, but placed no special 
significance on the finding at that 
time. 
Archeological tests have been un­ 
dertaken to try and determine the 
early “movements” of the plate. 
From all evidence on hand, Drake 
placed the plate on the shore of 
the Marin county bay which is 
named for him. 
Wording of the famous plate of 
brass is: “Bee It Known Unto All 
Men By These Presents July 17,1579, 
By The Grace Of God And In The 
Name Of Herr Majesty Queen Eliz­ 
abeth Of England Ami Herr Suc­ 
cessors Forever I Take Possession 
Of This Kingdome Whose King And 
People Freely Resigne Their Rights 
And Title In The Whole Land Unto 
Herr Majesties Keepeing Now Nam­ 


ed By Me And To Bee Known Unto 
AH Men As Nova Albion O. Francis 
Drake.” 
Peryam *has sent the request for 
the marking of the site at Oreen­ 
brae to Aubrey Drury, acting chair­ 
man of the California Registered 
Landmarks Committee, with the his­ 
tory of the finding of the Drake 
plate and photographs and other 
data to authenticate the site. 
Last year the Marin County His­ 
torical Society in conjunction with 
county and state officials, placed 
two large directions Is markers along­ 
side of Highway 101, one marker 
for the Mission 8an Rafael and the 
other for the Old Mill in Mill Val­ 
ley built by John Reed, owner of 
the grant, Corte Madera Del Pre­ 
sidio. 
Discussion of other sites to be 
registered and marked will be held 
at the annual meeting of the Marin 
County Historical Society to be held 
in September. It had previously reg­ 
istered the site of Olompoli, where 
in 1776, the first adobe was built in 
the county, the lighter wharf at 
Bolinas and the lime kilns at Olema.
